THE LONG SHOT MADE BY BILLY 


DIXON 


"The old Sharps rifle ended the 


North American buffalo," on^e wrote 
Theodore Roosevelt, the chronicler of 
the winning of the West, and be 
might have added that this famous 
gun helped write "Finis" to the story 
of the Indian with a few periods of 
lead. 


One of the most remarkable shots 


ever made with this rifle took place 
s>t the Adobe Walls fight In the Texas 
Panhandle In 1874, when a war party 
•f Klowjis. Oomanches and Cheyenne* 
tried to wipe ont a little group of buf- 
falo hunter* who had their headquar- 
ters there. 
The shot was fired by 


Billy Dixoa, known to the Indians as 
"flasta—Long Hair." 


After three charges against the 


•tockade hnd failed to overwhelm the 
buffaU hunters, the Indians settled 
dawn to starve them out During the 
ulege "Bat" Masterson, one of the 
hunters, noticed a group of Indians 
gathered on a hill nearly three-quar- 
ter of a mile awaj. 
They could be 


plainly seen, and were evidently talk- 
ing over some new plan for overcom- 
ing the white men nhcn Uasterson 
called Dlxoa's attention to the group. 


"Billy, It wouldn't be a bad idea to 


break tip that little pow-wow over 
them, would It?" he said. 


"Don't know whether the old Sharps 


to good for It or not, but I'll try it," 
replied Dlxon. 
He knew the range— 


approximately 1.200 yards. Fixing the 
sights of his gun to this range, the 
acout aimed carefully and fired.
